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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Applicant's invention has been found novel and inventive 
over prior art. Claim 21 is allowable because prior art fails 
to show a shock or vibration sensor attached to a hose to 
determine the striking of the hose with an object and 
terminating the flow of the fluid therein. Claim 28 is 
allowable over prior art because prior art fails to show a shock 
or vibration sensor attached to a hose to determine the striking 
of the hose with an object and transmitting a disconnect signal. 
Claim 33 is allowable because prior art fails to show a shock or 
vibration sensor attached to a hose to provide a shock signal to 
a transmitter which in turn produces a disconnect signal.
